COUNCIL’S LONDON VISIT ENDS IN DISAPPOINTMENT

FOUR friends from 
Cradley Heath and 
Old Hill caused thou¬ 
sands of pounds worth 
of damage during a 
drunken wrecking 
spree around Sedgley, 
a court heard. 

They left behind a trail 
of destruction as they 
smashed windows at 
businesses in the town 
including the Bulls Head 
pub and a supermarket, 
magistrates were told. 

The men had been 
spotted on CCTV “egging 
each other on” to cause 
more damage as they 
walked along after a 
night drinking in the 
town, prosecutor Mrs 
Marion Bibb said. 

Scott Appleby, aged 20, 
of Western Road, Cradley 
Heath, appeared before 
Dudley magistrates on 
Monday with co-accused 
Christopher Bennett, 21, 
of Hall Street, Old Hill, 
Craig French, 21, and 
Michael O’Sullivan, 20, 
both of Codsall Road, 
Cradley Heath. 

All four pleaded guilty 
to seven charges of crimi¬ 
nal damage. 

Appleby, French and 
O’Sullivan were ordered 
to complete 60 hours of 
unpaid work. 

Curfew 

Bennett was given a 
weekend curfew from 
7pm to 7am. 

The four must each pay 
compensation and costs 
of £660. 

The court heard the 
cost of damage at the 
Bulls Head was £456 and 
was £105 at CLR Media. 
Damage of £140 was 
caused at Cafe Le Spice 
and £50 at the Select and 
Save store. It also cost 
£1,000 to replace a 
window at Swinscoe 
estate agents, and £50 
for a wing mirror on a 
Peugeot 206.

LEAVES SCHOOL 
PLANS IN LIMBO 


GOVERNMENT ministers have 
refused to tell Sandwell Council 
when it will have an answer on the 
future of its multi-million pound 
schools rebuilding programme. 

Education bosses from the borough met with 
ministers and senior civil servants in London 
on Monday to discuss the nine Building 
Schools for the Future schemes, worth £138 
million, cancelled by the Government last 
July. 

It had been hoped they would make an announce¬ 
ment on how much, if any, money each of the projects 
would get. However the Government failed to make 
any promises.

Councillor Bob Badham, Sandwell’s education 
chief, said he was “disappointed” that there was no 
news on future financing and said officials would not 
give him any indication of when a decision would be 
made. 

Crumbling 

He said: “I am disappointed that the Government 
has been unable to give us any assurances about 
money to improve these crumbling schools. 

“We asked for a timetable in terms of when we 
could expect a decision, but they couldn’t give us one. 

“The last thing we want is for this to continue to 
drag on. Parliament will be breaking for summer 
within weeks.” 

Sandwell Council and five other local authorities 
won a High Court battle forcing the Government to 


rethink its decision to axe the BSF programme. 

The Government was told it must reconsider 
Sandwell’s position with an “open mind”. 

Since then inspectors have assessed the buildings 
and other facilities at each of the schools set to be 
redeveloped, and they assessed whether the schools 
could cope with future demand from rising numbers 
of pupils. 

But, so far, they have failed to arrive at conclu¬ 
sions. 

The schools affected include Phoenix Collegiate 
Academy at the former Manor and Menzies sites, 
Perryfields and Bristnall Hall schools, Heathfield, 
The Meadows, Wood Green, Stuart Bathurst and 
The Bridge pupil referral unit. 

Sandwell Council had already spent £1.7 million 
on the schemes when the funding was slashed. 


Hundreds of pupils 
set to miss lessons 
as teachers strike 


SCHOOLS and colleges 
across the Black Country, 
including at least 10 in 
Sandwell, will be closed 
today (Thursday) because 
of union strikes. 

The list is likely to grow 
longer as more headteachers 
declare their intentions. 

Thousands of youngsters will 
miss a day of education when 
more than 10,000 teachers and 
lecturers in the Midlands take 
part in the mass walk-out. 

They are opposed to pension 
reforms proposed by the Govern¬ 
ment. 

Around 78 schools and colleges 
in total will shut across the 
region, say councils. But the 
number could be much higher. 


Many parents were still 
unaware of the impact on their 
child’s school on Tuesday, leaving 
them with little time to organise 
child care or arrange a day of 
work. 

Among those closing in 
Sandwell are Shireland Hall 
Primary School in Smethwick and 
Brickhouse Primary School in 
Dudhill Road, Rowley Regis. 

College 

The action is part of a national 
day of strikes by teachers, lectur¬ 
ers and civil servants over pen¬ 
sions and cuts to jobs, services 
and pay. 

Teachers’ unions including the 
National Union of Teachers 
(NUT) and the Association of 
Teachers and Lecturers (ATL) 
voted for strike action last week. 


Members of the University and 
College Union have also pledged 
their support. 

NUT branches in the West Mid¬ 
lands have around 6,900 active 
members with most of them set to 
take part. The number of ATL 
members who could strike is 
2,497. 

Also closing in Sandwell are: 
Ruskin House PRU; Oakham 
Centre PRU; St Marys Primary; 
Brickhouse Primary; Cape 
Primary; Perryfields High; Stuart 
Bathurst Catholic High; Alexan¬ 
dra High; Bristnall Hall Technol¬ 
ogy College; Oldbury College of 
Sport. 

Partially closing will be 
Batmans Hill PRU and The 
Bridge Centre. 


New bin collection 
days rolling out 
across the borough 

NEW bin collection days are coming into 
effect this week in Sandwell. 

The new collection days are being introduced as 
part of plans to improve waste and recycling serv¬ 
ices. It means, for the first time, all residents will 
have their normal refuse bin, recycling bin, and 
garden waste collected on the same day of the week. 

Normal household waste bins will still be collected 
weekly, with recycling and garden waste collected 
once a fortnight. 

By re-zoning the collections across the borough, 
street cleaners will be able to target areas soon after 
bin collections. 

Councillor Derek Rowley, Sandwell’s cabinet 
member for neighbourhood services, said: “This is a 
major change to an essential council service. It is a 
key part of council plans to modernise waste and 
recycling services for residents.

“By now everyone should know their new collec¬ 
tion day but if not there’s a number of easy ways for 
them to find out.” 

Leaflets were sent to all properties affected by the 
change last week. If residents are still unsure of 
their collection day, they can log onto 
www.sandwell.gov.uk/bindayfinder and enter their 
house number and post code. Alternatively they can 
text the words SANDWELL BINDAY plus their 
house number and postcode to 60003.

Warning over refund scam 

SANDWELL Council is warning residents to be 
vigilant following more reports of tricksters offering 
a council tax refund in a bid to steal bank details. 

Half a dozen people have reported such phone 
calls to the council, and there are fears that many 
more have received scam calls. The crooks ring 
people’s homes, claiming to be from the council. The 
bogus callers ask for debit card or bank account 
details so they can refund overpayments. 

Councillor Derek Rowley said: “The calls are not 
being made by our council tax team. I would like to 
remind residents not to give their personal informa¬ 
tion or bank details to anyone over the phone.” 
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Auditors find more problems at school where former head resigned 


A GREAT Barr school where a head¬ 
teacher was found to have pocketed 
more than £7,000 to fund a hen party 
had problems even after her resigna¬ 
tion, a report says. 

Hamstead Infant School was visited by 
Sandwell Council’s internal auditors after 
Ann Regan used school cash to buy fancy 
dress items for her stepdaughter’s hen party. 

The auditors found income at the Tan- 
house Avenue school was not securely stored 
after her resignation and “there was poten¬ 
tial for it to be misappropriated”. 

Regan’s name remained on the bank 


mandate and the current acting head’s 
spending above an allowed delegated limit 
had not been signed off by the school’s gover¬ 
nors, as required. 

“Key data” on the school’s records was not 
being kept or updated, meaning the 
processes in place for protecting children 
were not effective, added the report. 

Auditors said an improvement plan for the 
school, which sets out objectives for the next 
year, had not been formally agreed, docu¬ 
mented, or even costed. 

At the time of the review, five of 17 posi¬ 
tions on the school’s governing board were 


vacant, meaning the school was not comply¬ 
ing with law. 

Procurement rules had also not been fol¬ 
lowed in one case for ordering replacement 
windows. The school had not obtained the 
required number of quotes. 

Improvements 

The findings will be presented to the 
council’s audit committee. 

Acting headteacher Andrea Day said: “We 
have already identified and made a number 
of improvements. 

“We recognise the weaknesses highlighted 
by this report, which were an issue under the 


school’s previous leadership. An action plan 
is in place.” 

Sandwell education boss, Councillor Bob 
Badham, said: “I am pleased to hear the 
acting head and new leadership of the school 
are working hard on the action plan agreed 
with the local council.” 

Ann Regan, of Moorfield Drive, Sutton 
Coldfield, pleaded guilty to fraud. She was 
given a 10-month prison sentence suspended 
for two years in March. 

She was also ordered to do 240 hours 
unpaid work and repay her remaining debt to 
the school and £1,200 court costs. 


More claims 
of fraud by 
imprisoned 
accountant 

MORE cases of potential fraud 
carried out by disgraced former 
Tipton Town FC Chairman Bill 
Williams are being probed by 
police. 

Detectives revealed earlier this 
month that they were looking at 
three further cases after the 
accountant was jailed for illegally 
pocketing more than £276,000 
from the life insurance and 
pension policies of a murdered 
father. 

But another five suspected 
victims have come forward and 
told officers they too were duped. 

The amounts of money involved 
in the alleged cases have not been 
revealed but officers are investi¬ 
gating. 

Father-of-two Williams is less 
than a month into a five-and-a- 
half year prison term for taking 
cash owed to the daughter of 
murder victim Andrew Diack. 

Williams, a grandfather of two of 
Chester Road, West Bromwich, 
spent the cash on family holidays 
to the USA, season tickets at Aston 
Villa and lavish family parties. 
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Police still working 
on killing of cabbie 
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AN INQUEST has 
finally been held on a 
cabbie who was gunned 
down outside his Tipton 
home - more than three 
years ago. 

Harun Khan was shot on 
March 3, 2008. The father-of- 
four was killed as he returned 
home from work. 

At Smethwick Coroners’ Court 
on Monday, Coroner Robin 
Balmain ruled the death was 
unlawful. It was also revealed 
that police are still investigating 
the fatal shooting. 

It was heard that there are still 
active lines of inquiry ongoing. 

But as yet no-one has been con¬ 
victed of killing Mr Khan.

Detective Inspector Wayne 
Jones, who is charge of the inves¬ 
tigation, said at the inquest: 
“There had been a dispute 
between Harun and other family 
members around honour. 

“They were not happy with 
things he had done. 

“Police investigated and made 
a number of arrests but there was 
insufficient evidence to charge 
anybody. 

Investigation 

“We still have, three years 
later, detectives working on the 
case. 

“It is still an open investigation 
to bring the killers of Harun to 
justice. There are active lines of 
inquiry still open.” 

The murder of Mr Khan sent 
shockwaves through the commu¬ 
nity. 

The 39-year-old worked as a 
black cab driver, and lived in 
Tudor Street with his wife Azra 
Begum and their children. 

The murder took place at 
9.25pm in Tudor Street, Tipton, 
on March 3, 2008. 

Harun, who was also known as 
Tala, was shot three times as he 
got out of his Hackney Carriage. 

A man wearing dark clothing 
was seen limping away from the 
scene. 

After the inquest, Mr Khan’s 
brother-in-law Shamin, 46, said: 
“We want the killers to be 
brought to justice.” 

Coroner Mr Balmain ruled: 
“The post mortem showed he died 
as a result of gun shot wounds to 
the chest. It is quite clear it was 
an unlawful killing.” 


Indoor cricket training 
centre gets approval 


THE first indoor cricket 
training centre in Sandwell is 
to be built in Oldbury after 
plans were approved by 
council chiefs. 

Plans for the centre in Dudley 
Road West were approved by the 
planning committee last week. 

The unit will be divided into an 
indoor cricket area with nets and 
a viewing area with toilets and 


reception. There will also be 25 
space car park. 

Noise 

The council had received four 
letters of objection to the plan 
from neighbours who were con¬ 
cerned about noise. 

Councillors approved the plan 
subject to conditions which 
include a noise level assessment.

bungalows are wanted. 


Vulnerable 
children’s 
data leaked 

SENSITIVE details about vulnerable chil¬ 
dren in Sandwell have been leaked seven 
times in just two months by workers, it has 
emerged. 

The council breached the Data Protection Act 
seven times in February and March, leaking per¬ 
sonal data. 

In the wake of the breaches, data security has now 
been highlighted as a key “red risk” in a report. 

The breaches included personal data about chil¬ 
dren which should have been sent internally but was 
sent by fax to Sandwell Homes in February. 

In the same month, a child welfare report meant 
for a solicitor was faxed to a member of the public, 
and a youngster’s special needs statement went in a 
letter to another child’s parents. 

In March data for Birmingham Social Services 
about another child went to the British Deaf Associ¬ 
ation. 

Information sent to Sandwell Homes and the 
British Deaf Association was destroyed, the child 
welfare report was retrieved and the special needs 
statement was later forwarded correctly. 

Risk 

Deputy council leader Councillor Steve Eling said 
the authority had worked to reduce leaks. 

He said: “This report relates to the ongoing risk 
status of the council’s data security responsibilities. 
The risk status remains the same and to address this 
the council needs to demonstrate that significant 
work has been done to reduce the risk. 

“The council has already done a significant 
amount to improve electronic data records and we 
have now set up a corporate information unit to con¬ 
tinue the work. 

“It is not a report of anything new happening but 
it includes reference to the loss of a council memory 
stick some 18 months ago.” 

The Chronicle’s daily sister newspaper the 
Express & Star revealed in April the council 
breached the Data Protection Act 16 times in the last 
three years. The breaches came despite the author¬ 
ity spending £26,403 a year on encryption software 
for all its laptops to prevent similar leaks. 

Initial set-up for the software cost the taxpayer 
£101,644. The move was prompted when one worker 
lost a memory stick, without password protection, 
containing details of vulnerable children and their 
families, in spring 2009. 

The worker had downloaded the data in order to 
carry out work at home - in a breach of council policy 
- but lost the memory stick on the way home. 


Tyre fitting firm 
gets another year 

THE owners of a tyre fitting business in 
Smethwick were given a 12-month temporary 
permission to continue operating on the site by 
council chiefs. 

Owner of the business Mr Zulf Hussain applied to 
the council to continue to use the workshop which is 
based on the corner of Shireland Road and Edith 
Road as a tyre fitting service. 

Sandwell Council’s planning committee had 
received four letters of objection and a 22-signature 
petition against the plan. 

The majority of objectors were concerned with the 
increased amount of traffic on Edith Road, parking 
problems and the impact the workshop would have 
on the quality of life of neighbouring residents if the 
Edith Road entrance was used by the business. 

Conditions 

At their meeting last week Councillor Roger 
Horton asked Mr Hussain if the entrance to the 
premises on Edith Lane could be bricked up to 
prevent it being used. Mr Hussain told the council he 
did not own the building, therefore it would not be 
possible. 

Councillors granted temporary approval to the 
plan for 12 months subject to a number of conditions 
including that the Edith Road entrance should not 
be used.

REDUNDANCIES hitting 520 
workers at Sandwell Council cost 
£11.8million last year, it has 
emerged. 

The under-fire children and families 
department, which received damning 
reports from inspectors Ofsted two 
years running, was worst hit with 126 
losses, costing just over £2m. 

A further 110 losses planned for the 
department in 2011/12 are due to cost 
£2.25m in redundancy. 

The second hardest hit department 
was Adult Services and Health, where 
95 staff had contracts terminated, 
costing the council £1.77m. 

The authority used money from last 
year’s funds to pay redundancies and 
lose staff to balance the books for this 
year. The bill covers all staff who left 
the council, or are known to be leaving 
the council, as of March 31. 

Government 

The job losses will remove the 
burden of wages which the council 
cannot afford this year. It faces spend¬ 
ing around £30 million less this year 
than £322 million spent in the last, 
saving £75m by 2015. 

Councillor Steve Eling, the 
borough’s finance boss, said: “The Gov¬ 
ernment cut its support to Sandwell by 
over £30 million. This led to over 500 
job losses and redundancy pay outs of 
£11.8 million.” 


Boy injured on 
Hurst Road 

A 10-year-old boy was knocked down 
by a car in Sandwell. 

The boy suffered a broken leg and 
cuts to his head in the accident in 
Smethwick’s Hurst Road. 

Witnesses said a postman jumped 
out of his van and cradled the boy in his 
arms and kept him calm until para¬ 
medics arrived to take him to Sandwell 
Hospital at 5.30pm on Wednesday of 
last week. 

His condition is not life-threatening. 

Some residents have called on 
Sandwell Council to install a crossing 
on the road, which runs through a 
largely residential area. 

Ambulance spokesman Chris 
Kowalik said: ‘We were called to Hurst 
Road at 5.36pm on Wednesday evening 
and an ambulance and rapid response 
vehicle attended. 

“A 10-year-old boy suffered a broken 
leg and cuts to his head. He was given 
pain relief at the scene and taken to 
Sandwell Hospital.” 

Police said no action was expected to 
be taken against the driver of the car.

Three-year ban slapped on tearaway trio 


THREE nuisance teenagers who had been temporarily 
banned from Great Barr for menacing shopkeepers and 
residents have been handed full three-year anti-social 
behaviour orders. 

Jordan Lycett, aged 18, of Princes End, Lewis Woolley, 
18, from Great Barr and Myles France, aged 17, of Great 
Barr, were given interim Asbos which were turned to full 
orders last week. 

Warley Magistrates Court was told how the yobs had 
intimidated shopkeepers and customers. 

After the case, Sergeant Kym Jones said: “It was appar¬ 


ent that the unrestrained and anti-social activities of 
these young people had for some time been impacting on 
the quality of life of local residents of Great Barr and Ham- 
stead. With the help of local people and Sandwell Council 
we have achieved three full Asbos for the main offenders, 
which will allow us to significantly restrain the behaviour 
of these young men. This is very positive for the neigh¬ 
bourhood.” 

The trio have been warned they will face arrest if they 
enter the area bordered by Newton Road, Old Walsall 
Road and the railway between Hamstead and the M5.

Council spied on 77 
residents in a year 
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SANDWELL Council has 
spied on suspicious residents 
77 times in the last year, 
recording people’s conversa¬ 
tions and movements and 
tracking them via CCTV 
camera, a report has 
revealed. 

The authority used “directed 
surveillance” powers in 76 inves¬ 
tigations on dodgy traders, to 
crack anti-social behaviour and 
spot benefits cheats. 

This took place from April 1 last 
year to March 31 this year. 

In one further case officers struck 
up a relationship with the target to 
garner information for a trading 
standards investigation. 

The authority has been criticised 
by campaign group Big Brother 
Watch for the millions it spends on 
CCTV in the borough. 

The latest figures were revealed in 
a report on the council’s use of sur¬ 
veillance presented to the borough’s 
chief of strategic resources, Council¬ 


lor Steve Eling. The report explains 
trading standards used “covert 
human intelligence sources” in one 
operation. 

That means a member of staff 
established a personal relationship 
with someone to obtain information 
for an investigation. 

The council used directed surveil¬ 
lance in 47 trading standards investi¬ 
gations, 26 cases of combating 
anti-social behaviour, three environ¬ 
mental protection cases and to 
uncover one benefit fraud. 

Spending 

More than £5 million was spent 
installing and operating CCTV 
cameras in Sandwell in the three 
years up to 2010, making it the 
second biggest spending local author¬ 
ity on security in the country. 

The data was obtained by cam¬ 
paign group Big Brother Watch, and 
showed in Sandwell just over £4m 
was spent on staffing costs, while the 
remainder was made up of installing 
new CCTV and maintenance of 
CCTV cameras.

WARDENS who look after 
vulnerable people in Sandwell 
are set to lose their jobs as the 
council warns it needs to cut 
the service’s budget. 

There are plans to cut the 
number of wardens in the borough 
by nine from 33 to 24 by next April. 

Staff were given the news last week. 

One warden, who asked not to be 
named, said: “We were told they want 
to cut the number of wardens from 33 
to 24 this year and they want to reduce 
it even more in the years after this. 

“Apparently they need to save 
£700,000. 

“Everyone is disgusted, devastated. 
We do not know why we are being tar¬ 
geted.” 

Most people pay a charge for the 
warden service, which has been 
running in the borough for more than 
20 years, offering vulnerable people 
support in their homes. 

Some people on benefits receive the 
service for free. 

Two other services offered by 
Sandwell Homes, community alarms 


where people get a buzzer for emergen¬ 
cies, and a support service to encour¬ 
age independent living, are also under 
threat. 

Sandwell Homes confirmed nine 
warden posts are at risk of redundancy 
and said a consultation process had 
begun with employees and customers 
about the way the service is provided 
as well as the alarms and housing 
support services. 

Pressures 

The company said this was in light 
of pressures on the council’s budget 
brought by wider Government spend¬ 
ing cuts. 

Adrian Scarrott, Sandwell Homes’s 
director of housing services, said: “No 
final decisions on the way the services 
will be shaped have yet been made. 

“The way we choose to deliver serv¬ 
ices in the future is exactly what we 
will be talking about with employees 
and customers. 

“The aim is that by reshaping serv¬ 
ices, we will be able to concentrate on 
looking after those people who need 
them the most.”

In a report to the committee, planning officer John 
Baylay stated a 94-signature petition of objection 
had been submitted by residents of Theodore Close, 
as well as 16 individual letters of objection from 
nearby residents.

Bungling 
wardens 
mess up a 
thousand 
tickets 

MORE than 1,000 parking 
tickets have been cancelled across 
the Black Country and Stafford¬ 
shire - because traffic wardens 
filled them in incorrectly. 

Figures have revealed that local 
authorities will have lost in the region 
of £60,000 because of the errors of 
some of their workers. 

But each of the five councils in the 
Black Country who are responsible for 
parking still netted around £4.5 
million from fines between January 
and December last year. 

Mistakes made by wardens include 
incorrectly recording vehicle details. 

Emma Boon, Campaign Director for 
The TaxPayers’ Alliance, said: “If 
parking wardens are filling in details 
incorrectly on parking tickets, they 
are creating unnecessary worry for 
motorists and an unnecessary admin¬ 
istrative burden for the councils, 
costing taxpayers even more money. 

Fines 

“It’s shocking that councils are 
raking in millions from motorists in 
parking fines.” 

At an average of £60 per parking 
fine, Sandwell Council made £1.5m 
last year after issuing 32,159 tickets. 

A total of 6,315 were cancelled, 461 
of which because they were given for 
test or training purposes, or because 
they were filled out in error. 

Centre users 
left in limbo 

USERS of a popular Sandwell 
community centre, which is 
threatened with closure, are 
facing months in limbo after a 
meeting reached no decision. 

The Brook Street Community 
Centre, in Tipton, is used by 600 
people every week. Events at the 
centre include dances for pensioners 
and karate classes for youngsters. 

However, the lease on the Sandwell 
Council-owned venue expired at the 
start of this month and the authority 
has not offered a new deal. It is 
thought the council may either move 
in its own staff or sell the building. 

Bosses at the centre met council 
chiefs for talks to clarify the situation. 

Speaking after the meeting, Brook 
Street manager Steve Downing said: 
“We held frank discussions and the 
upshot is it will be months before the 
council makes a decision. 

Bookings 

“It means we remain in limbo as to 
what will happen but we will just 
carry on until we hear otherwise.We 
are still taking bookings.” 

The council has agreed to continue 
to subsidise the annual £14,500 rent 
on the Brook Street building until the 
future of the centre is finalised. 

Sandwell Councillor Ian Jones said: 
“All options are open and will be dis¬ 
cussed with the Brook Street 
trustees.” 


A FORMER magistrate who 
told a man he would be mur¬ 
dered unless he paid £80,000 
has been told he faces going to 
prison.

Barrister Miss Helena Miller, pros¬ 
ecuting at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court, told the hearing that Dell had 
admitted he made telephone calls and 
sent text messages to his victim 
demanding £80,000 or else he and his 
family would be killed. 

“There were then a further five 
silent phone calls and series of text 
messages in a similar vein,” she said. 

“The most important phone calls 
and text messages were in fact made 
by him. The complainant called the 
police. Thereafter the police became 
involved and covert surveillance was 
made. 

“The defendant made telephone 
calls to the complainant and arrange¬ 
ments were made to the effect that 
£5,000 would be collected from a 
Burger King car park. 

“Marked money was put in the back 
of a car and the police were covertly 
watching that car.” 

Barrister Mr Richard Bond, defend¬ 
ing, said Dell a father-of-two, who 
runs his own engineering and welding 
business had been granted bail, after 
spending time in custody. 

Serious 

Judge Martin Walsh halted the 
hearing until July 15 for further infor¬ 
mation about the case to be provided. 

“Blackmail and possession of a 
shotgun are serious matters,” Judge 
Walsh told Dell. “Prison is a real 
option.” 

The former Justice of the Peace 
picked up a national accolade at the 
Association of Chief Police Officers 
Police Public Bravery Awards in 2009 
for protecting a lone policeman during 
a mass street brawl in West 
Bromwich.

AN illegal immigrant from Somalia 
admitted wrongly claiming almost 
£32,000 in benefits while living in the 
Black Country. 

Abdallah Farah lied on official 
forms by saying his application to 
become an asylum seeker had been 
granted. 

The Somalian wrongly made claims 
for Job Seekers Allowance, housing 
and council tax benefit over an eight- 
year period. 

At Warley Magistrates’ Court last 
week he pleaded guilty to two charges 
of dishonestly failing to notify a 
change in circumstances, and two 
charges of making a false representa¬ 
tion in order to claim benefit. 

Claire Beddow, prosecuting, said 
Farah was refused refugee and 
asylum status. He was given permis¬ 
sion to stay in the country until July 
17, 2003, and was allowed to receive 
job seekers allowance until then. 

But he continued to claim after that 
date and claimed for housing and 
council tax benefits. 

Deportation 

The 38-year-old, now of Upper 
Church Lane, Tipton, was arrested in 
May of this year. He said he had to 
claim Job Seekers Allowance because 
as an illegal immigrant he was unable 
to find work. 

Ms Beddow said Farah had been 
served a deportation notice. 

The case was adjourned for sentenc¬ 
ing on July 26.

THE Maglev shuttle carriage which 
took passengers to and from Birming¬ 
ham Airport has been sold for £100 - 
after an initial £25,100 bid fell 
through. 

Haulage firm G Cox, of Dudley

worth. The carriage was originally 
bought on eBay in November. Pro¬ 
ceeds were due to go to two good 
causes but the fee was never paid. 

This time Warwickshire resident 
Andrew Jones has emerged the victo¬ 
rious bidder, with his bid of £100 
proving successful. “It’s a little bit 
strange,” said the 60-year-old father- 
of-two. “I saw the Maglev carriage had 
gone back onto eBay so I put a bid in, 
just to get things going. I never 
dreamt for one minute I would win” 

The Maglev carriage was in service 
between 1984 and 1995 transporting 
people between Birmingham Interna¬ 
tional rail station and the airport. 

Ex-teacher died 
from pneumonia 

A FORMER Sandwell teacher died 
of pneumonia, an inquest heard. 

Police found Christine Kandziera, 
aged 59, at her home in Drayton 
Road, Smethwick, on April 5. Her 
sister, Barbara Owen, had raised the 
alarm. 

Black Country Coroner Robin 
Balmain recorded that she died of 
natural causes. 

An inquest at the coroner’s office 
in Smethwick heard she was a heavy 
smoker and had liver disease.

Ambulance service shake-up 


THE number of anti-social 
behaviour orders given out in 
Sandwell has rocketed in the past 
two years, with 24 handed out 
since 2009 compared with two in 
the previous four years, new 
figures show. 

The Asbo hotspot at the moment is 
Oldbury. Nine people currently have 
orders here - the majority for gang 
activity and threatening behaviour. 

Five people have Asbos in Rowley 
Regis - all for arson, threats and crim¬ 
inal damage - while four orders have 
been handed out in Wednesbury and 
three in West Bromwich. There is cur¬ 
rently no-one with an order in Smeth¬ 
wick or Tipton. 


Councillor Derek Rowley, 
Sandwell’s cabinet member for neigh¬ 
bourhood services, said the rise in the 
figures was not because anti-social 
behaviour in the borough had 
increased. 

“Anti-social behaviour is a problem 
now like it has always been,” he said. 

Focus 

“It’s just that we are looking at this 
more now. 

“In the past all the focus has been 
on criminal behaviour but the theory 
with Asbos is that by getting these 
orders early we can nip the problem in 
the bud and stop trouble makers 
going on to commit more serious 
crime.” 


UP to 13 ambulance stations are set 
to be closed in a £7 million shake up of 
the service in the Black Country. 

They will be replaced by 29 commu¬ 
nity centres and two major hubs. One 
hub will be built on the site of the 
current ambulance station in Burton 
Road, Dudley, and the other in the 
Willenhall area. The changes will be 
introduced in Walsall, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, Sandwell and Dudley next year. 

They will create 20 jobs throughout 
the region with the introduction of an 
extra group of staff called ambulance 
fleet auxiliaries. They will take over 
more menial tasks currently per¬ 


formed by paramedics who will con¬ 
centrate on medical matters. The 
chores include the cleaning and 
restocking ambulances. 

The change mirrors a successful 
scheme run in Staffordshire. 

West Midlands Ambulance Service 
spokesman Chris Kowalik said: “This 
is not cost-cutting. We have 15 years 
of evidence of it being successful in 
Staffordshire and we are confident it 
will improve the service in the Black 
Country.” 

Existing ambulance stations that 
are owned and not transformed into 
community centres will be sold off.

But Mr Amrik Kang of Frank Road, 
Smethwick, told the Birmingham Employ¬ 
ment Tribunal that he had been instructed 
by the management not to do the work, in 
order to save money. 

Tribunal Judge Miss Frances Monk 
decided Mr Kang had been unfairly dis¬ 
missed and awarded him £5,948. Mr Kang 
had made his unfair dismissal compensa¬ 
tion claim against Smethwick Asra Ltd of 
Fenton Street, Smethwick. 

Mr Resh Johal, representing Mr Kang, 
said that an administrator had complained 
that Mr Kang refused to escort people to a 
centre. Mr Johal said, however, that Mr 
Kang had been told by one staff member to 
do the escort job but instructed by a man¬ 
agement member not to do it, to save money. 

Mr Johal said Mr Kang was later unfairly 
dismissed for alleged gross misconduct. 

“He had been suspended without a proper 
investigation,” alleged Mr Johal. 

Mr Craig Johnson, representing the firm, 
said Mr Kang had been given previous 
warnings although these had not been con¬ 
nected with his dismissal. “The firm 
believed it acted within the range of reason¬ 
able responses in dismissing Mr Kang,” said 
Mr Johnson.

Bowling green to make way 
for children’s new play area 


A BOWLING green in a Black 
Country park will be scrapped 
because no players want to use it, 
Dudley Council bosses have said. 

They say there has been no interest 
from people wanting to play at Homer 
Hill Park in Cradley for the past five 
years. Numbers of players fell following 
a fire at the nearby Sons of Rest in 2002. 

No clubs play there, and although it 
has remained open to casual bowlers, the 
council does not believe any have taken 
up the offer despite numbers increasing 
at other greens in the Dudley borough. 

The number of season tickets issued 
for greens has increased from 19 in 2006 
to 53 for the current season. 


Plans to remove the green at Homer 
Hill and replace it with benches and a 
children’s play area have now been 
drawn up and have been backed by the 
park’s Friends group. 

Gates around the green, which has 
been kept in a good playing condition by 
the council, have remained locked for the 
past five years to deter anti-social behav¬ 
iour. 

The green was installed at the park in 
Homer Hill Road in the early 1990s. 

Lack 

Cabinet member for environment and 
culture Councillor David Stanley said in 
a report: “In 2009, Dudley Council and 
the Friends of Homer Hill Park held a 


public consultation. This identified that 
there was a lack of demand for the 
bowling green.” 

Councillor Richard Body chairman of 
the Friends of Homer Hill Park, said: 
“The bowling green hasn’t been used for 
years, yet maintenance was being done 
on it every year, which was a waste of 
money. 

“Instead we’re going to have a play 
area for younger children as there isn’t 
much at the park for them at the 
moment. With two schools close by it will 
be ideal for them.” 

The nearest alternative public greens 
will be at Huntingtree Park in Hale¬ 
sowen and Wollescote Park. 


Worshippers at the 
church have welcomed 
the financial help.

Billingham said: “We are 
delighted but we still do

‘Green’ low carbon technologies to be dumped 

Electricity firm 
axing 580 jobs 



HUNDREDS of jobs at an electricity dis¬ 
tribution company in Sandwell are being 
axed following a £4 billion takeover. 

Western Power Distribution (WPD), which recently 
acquired Central Networks, is scrapping 580 jobs at 
its West and East Midlands operations. 

Half of those will go from its base in Toll End Road, 
Tipton, and the rest from a site in Castle Donington. 

Union negotiators said control room staff, engineers 
and linesmen involved with the day-to-day distribu¬ 
tion of electricity would be safe. But the company is 
scrapping many of finance, human resources, admin¬ 
istration and other staff. 

It also does not want to continue the work that 
Central Networks and 
parent company E.on 
were doing to investigate 
green technologies such 
as low carbon generation. 

Sharon Cross, for the 
company, said: “We can 
confirm that we are con¬ 
sulting with the trade 
unions regarding staff 
reductions.” 

Richard Hardy, nego¬ 
tiator for the Prospect 
union, said: “WPD have 
been referring to these 
staff as overheads, which 
is a term we have asked 
them to stop using 
because we find it offen¬ 
sive. 

“A lot of people had 
roles with E .on that WPD 
has decided it can do 
without. The company 
has identified 830 roles 
that it says it no longer 
needs but there are cur¬ 
rently 240 vacancies. We 
are a few days into a 90- 
day consultation but 
these jobs will go.” 

Some jobs are likely to 
be moved to Bristol. 

WPD is owned by 
American giant PPL Cor¬ 
poration of Pennsylva¬ 
nia. It acquired Central 
Networks from E.on in a 
£4bn deal in March.

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‘Show off’ driver 
jailed for a year 

A DRIVER who wrote off two parked cars 
while “showing off’ in a high speed rush hour 
police chase has been jailed for a year. 

Andrae Campbell, of West Bromwich, risked the 
life of his passenger as he hit speeds of over 60mph 
down “narrow and winding” streets in his high- 
powered Subaru car, Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard. 

Mr Mark Rees, prosecuting, said police followed 
father-of-two Campbell, of Cooper Close, after they 
saw him speeding but as soon as officers put on their 
flashing blue light and siren, he accelerated away. 

In West Bromwich Campbell drove on the wrong 
side of the road, narrowly missing a van, before 
ploughing into a parked Rover. 

That car was written off as it was pushed into a 
parked Volvo car, which also suffered extensive 
damage, Mr Rees told the court. 

Repair 

He said Campbell, who runs his own car repair 
business, was able to drive on at about 60mph but 
the chase came to an end when his car mounted the 
pavement and crashed into a wall. 

Campbell admitted driving dangerously and 
failing to stop for police. 

Mr Ekwall Tiwana, defending, said that Campbell 
“completely lost his head” as he showed off in his 
Subaru by driving at an excessive speed. 

“When he saw the police car there was sheer 
panic,” he added. “It was a short piece of bad driving 
in which he acted completely out of character.” 

Mr Tiwana said that at the time Campbell, aged 
23, had financial burdens with his business and was 
badly affected by family problems. 

Passing sentence, Judge Rosalind Bush said 
Campbell had worked hard to set up his business but 
had put his passenger’s life at risk. 

She added: “This was a prolonged piece of driving 
in circumstances of considerable danger to other 
road users.” 

Campbell was also disqualified from driving for 
two years. 


‘Trusted’ post office worker stole 
£83,000 over a five-month spell 


A POST office assistant faces jail after 
admitting stealing £83,000 from the West 
Bromwich branch where she worked. 

Neelam Hussain, aged 23, was expected to go 
on trial last week but pleaded guilty at the 
eleventh hour. 

The trusted worker, of Village Road, Aston, 
admitted taking the cash from the post office 
branch in West Bromwich’s Farley Centre 
during a five-month spell in 2009. 

It is understood that Hussain had worked for 
Post Office Ltd for four years. Auditors uncov¬ 
ered the theft. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard that 
money belonging to the post office had been 
transferred into bank accounts between July 


and November 2009. During the brief hearing, 
Hussain spoke only to confirm her guilty plea, 
which was entered after negotiations between 
prosecutors and her solicitors. 

She had originally been charged with steal¬ 
ing more than £100,000 from the post office but 
it was revised. 

Hospital 

The court hearing got off to a faltering start 
in the morning when officials received a fax 
from City Hospital minutes before the trial had 
been due to start saying Hussain had attended 
the hospital for treatment. 

However, Recorder Nigel Baker summoned 
Hussain to court and the hearing went ahead 


that afternoon, June 20. The judge told 
Hussain: “You have pleaded guilty to a serious 
offence. I have ordered a pre-sentence report to 
enable the next judge to know about your back¬ 
ground and your family circumstances.” 

Hussain was granted bail but ordered to 
remain living at home in Aston and to report to 
her solicitors three times each week. She must 
also surrender her passport. 

Hussain’s brother Shamhir Hussain, 22, of 
Witton Road, Aston, who also worked in the 
post office, was cleared of transferring criminal 
property after prosecutors agreed to drop the 
charge. The judge told him: “Your charges have 
been left on file and you should expect to hear 
no more about them.”

Grandfather, 93, died after falling on bus 
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Missed - Albert Boddy 


A 93-year-old grandfather 
died after falling over on a bus 
in Oldbury, an inquest heard. 

Albert Boddy boarded the Black 
Diamond 445 bus to get a haircut in 
Halesowen, when the driver 
braked suddenly to avoid someone 
who had stepped into the road. 

Mr Boddy fell and hit his head, 
and he died at Sandwell Hospital 
the following day. 

Passenger Jean Dodd told the 
inquest in Smethwick last week 
that she saw Mr Boddy get on the 
bus in Hagley Road, Oldbury on 
April 14. 


“It looked like he was going to sit 
down but then the bus braked. The 
old man slid towards the front of 
the bus and banged his head.” 

She said Mr Boddy, of Astbury 
Court in Hereford Road, Oldbury, 
had a cut on his forehead but other¬ 
wise seemed okay. 

Mr Boddy was taken to a doctor’s 
surgery by the bus driver and was 
later transferred to Sandwell Hos¬ 
pital. 

He was found to be suffering 
from ischemic bowel, where the 
blood supply is cut off to the intes¬ 
tine. The grandfather-of-one died 
on April 15. 


A statement from the bus driver, 
who was not named, was read out. 
In it he said he remembered seeing 
Mr Boddy reaching for a free news¬ 
paper after getting on the bus, and 
then he passed out of sight. 

The driver said he was doing no 
more than 10 miles an hour when 
“without warning” someone ran 
into the road. 

Daughter 

Mr Boddy’s only daughter, 
Sandra Bache, of Cumberland 
Crescent, Burntwood, told the 
inquest her father was an active 
man who regularly used the bus. 


Her husband, Paul, said they did 
not blame the bus driver. 

He said: “We spoke to Albert in 
the hospital and he said the driver 
had been very good. 

“I actually rang the bus company 
so I could thank the driver for how 
he looked after Albert after the 
fall.” 

Black Country coroner Robin 
Balmain recorded that the death 
was due to a combination of the 
accident as well as ischemic bowel. 

After the hearing, Mrs Bache 
paid tribute to her father. She said: 
“He was a remarkable man, a won¬ 
derful father. We miss him deeply.”

Local rent prices 
buck national trend 


RENTAL prices 
across the West Mid¬ 
lands are bucking the 
national trend with 
the cost of being a 
tenant falling whilst 
rising elsewhere. 

While the average 
rents increased for the 
fourth month in a row 
during May to reach a 
new record high - the 
Midlands has enjoyed 
the biggest fall. 
Research from the UK’s 
biggest lettings agent 
network LSL Property 
Services shows that the 
average cost of renting a 


property in the UK rose 
by 0.5 per cent to a total 
of £696, that’s 4.4 per 
cent or £30 more than 
May last year. 

Competition for rental 
property is now so fierce 
would-be tenants are 
gazumping each other 
and sending landlords’ 
incomes skyrocketing to 
record highs. 

The headline figure 
from LSL masked big 
regional variations, with 
the cost of being a tenant 
actually falling in three 
regions of England and 
Wales during the month. 


Man, aged 21, killed 
himself with overdose 

A BLACK Country man killed himself with an 
overdose of an anti-depressant, an inquest found. 

Gavin Edmonds, 21, of Horace Partridge Road, 
Moxley, had high doses of citalopram in his system, 
10 times the amount capable of killing him. He was 
found dead at a property on April 18. 

At Smethwick Coroners Court assistant deputy 
Black Country Coroner Clive Loyns said: “I am going 
to record a verdict that the deceased killed himself. 

“I am satisfied no further evidence is required.” 

Mr Edmonds’ father Robert Edmonds said at a 
previous hearing that his son was in good spirits in 
the days leading up to his death because he had 
recently been released from prison. 


The West Midlands saw 
the biggest fall with a 
drop of 0.7 per cent, fol¬ 
lowed by the South West 
at 0.6 per cent and Wales 
at 0.2 per cent. 

At the other end of the 
scale, rents raced ahead 
by 1.4 per cent in the 
East during May, while 
they were 1.1 per cent 
higher in the North East 
and up 1 per cent in 
Yorkshire, Humber and 
the North West. 

Demand 

David Newnes, estate 
agency managing direc¬ 
tor of LSL, said: “Tenant 
demand has been espe¬ 
cially bubbly in recent 
months. Soaring infla¬ 
tion has taken its toll on 
would-be buyers’ deposit 
funds. The rocketing cost 
of living, combined with 
the ongoing difficulty 
first-time buyers are 
experiencing in obtain¬ 
ing a mortgage is 
increasing the number 
reliant on rental accom¬ 
modation.” 

He said people unable 
to buy their own home 
were finding renting was 
becoming less affordable, 
as rents increased at 
twice the rate of wages.

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Migrants 
‘keep UK 
workers 
in jobs’, 
says MP 

FOREIGN workers 
are helping to keep 
British people in jobs, 
a Black Country 
Labour MP has 
claimed. 

West Bromwich West 
MP Adrian Bailey said 
bosses at several 
foundries in his con¬ 
stituency had expressed 
concerns about Govern¬ 
ment plans to create a 
limit on overseas skilled 
migrants, saying it could 
pose a risk to their busi¬ 
nesses. 

In a Westminster 
debate on visas for 
foreign students, Mr 
Bailey said: “Representa¬ 
tives of local manufactur¬ 
ers have said to me, ‘the 
one thing we do not want 
is a block on immigra¬ 
tion, because we cannot 
get people from our 
indigenous population to 
work in the foundries’. 

“It is only by recruiting 
from outside that we 
have managed to sustain 
the jobs of the indigenous 
people who work in the 
foundries.” 

A large number of 
migrants who have been 
living in the UK for at 
least five years are able 
to apply to stay perma¬ 
nently. In future only a 
“tightly controlled 

minority” of migrants 
will be allowed to stay 
more than five years. 
Those earning more than 
£150,000-a-year will be 
exempt. 

Ministers argue the 
measures balance 

worries on immigration 
with safeguarding the 
interests of industry.

Tragedy 
of woman 
in detox 

A 31-year-old woman 
from Tipton who had suc¬ 
cessfully completed an 
alcohol detox and was 
looking forward to a full 
recovery died due to high 
level of drugs in her body, 
an inquest heard. 

Carly Jacques, of 
Newells Drive, died at 
Sandwell Hospital on 
April 12. 

The court heard that 
she had previously had 
an addiction to opiate 
drugs but had been clean 
for around 18 months. 

Drugs programme 
social worker Andrew 
Augustus said: “She was 
on the substitute drug 
methadone.” 

Collapsed 

Her partner Tony 
Stevenson told the 
inquest at Sandwell 
Coroner’s Office that the 
day before she died Miss 
Jacques had collapsed in 
the street but refused to 
go to the hospital. 

Assistant Deputy 
Coroner Clive Loyns 
recorded a narrative 
verdict and said her 
death was due to toxicity 
caused by a concentra¬ 
tion of methadone in her 
body and liver disease. 


TRADERS have demanded council 
bosses improve parking for shoppers 
in West Bromwich town centre - 
warning that shops could be forced to 
close because of a drop in trade. 

More than 1,000 shoppers and traders in the 
King’s Square Shopping Centre in West 
Bromwich have signed a petition calling for 
more parking and reduced charges on existing 
parking spaces. 

The campaign has been organised by Mandy 
Price, from Cheeky Cherubs in the shopping 
centre, who is worried about the eventual 
arrival of the new Tesco store. More shops are 
also included in the scheme and Ms Price and 
other traders fear for their future. 

She said: “We need something to bring cus¬ 
tomers back to the town because if the council 
is not careful independent traders will die out. 
We need a long-term plan put in place because 
when the work on Tesco starts it will make a 
bad situation even worse. 


Inquest is 
adjourned 

AN inquest has been 
opened and adjourned 
into the death of an 
Oldbury woman at 
Sandwell Hospital. 

Angela Marie Stolle, 
aged 48, of Kingsway 
died on June 15, the 
inquest at Smethwick 
coroner’s office in Crock¬ 
etts Lane heard.

“I believe we have lost 75 per cent of the 
spaces we had five years ago and it is damaging 
independent traders very badly. 

“These multiplexes are getting stronger 
while we get weaker. If the council isn’t careful 
West Bromwich will turn into ‘Tesco Town’.” 

Councillor Derek Rowley, Sandwell’s cabinet 
member for neighbourhood services, said there 
was still plenty of parking for all. 

He said: “Although work is going on with the 
new Sandwell College there are still plenty of 
parking spaces by The Public and in the multi¬ 
story car park in Queens Square. 

“And only last week I approved another 46 
parking spaces on land in nearby Edward 
Street.”

Borough has Black 
Country’s best schools 


MORE than half of schools in 
the Black Country and Stafford¬ 
shire are failing to give pupils a 
good education, according to the 
latest figures from school inspec¬ 
tors Ofsted. 

Out of 165 schools inspected 
between September 2010 and April 
2011, a total of 86 were judged to be 
satisfactory or inadequate. 

Outstanding 

Twelve were given the top outstand¬ 
ing rating—just seven per cent. A total 
of 67 were judged good, which is 41 per 
cent. 

Sandwell had the most outstanding 
schools with four. But inspectors 
judged 13 as satisfactory or inade¬ 
quate. Ten were seen as good. 

In Wolverhampton, 12 schools were 
seen as failing to give a good educa¬ 
tion. Just one was judged outstanding 
and nine were seen as good. 

In Walsall 13 schools were rated as 
either satisfactory or inadequate. Two 
were rated outstanding and five good. 

Meanwhile, inspectors judged that 
12 schools in Dudley were failing to 
give a good education. Just two were 


seen as outstanding and nine as good. 

Across Staffordshire, where the 
most inspections were carried out, 36 
were seen as less than good. Three 
were outstanding and 34 good. 

Nationally, 45 per cent of schools 
were judged to be satisfactory or inad¬ 
equate, while one in 10 of the schools 
inspected was found to be outstand¬ 
ing.

Councils pick up 
bills for mess 
left by travellers 


CLEAN-UP crews have been 
called out more than 30 times so 
far this year to clear away rubbish 
left behind by travellers across the 
region. 

Councils in Sandwell, Walsall and 
Wolverhampton have been left to pay 
thousands of pounds. 

Travellers have moved on and left 
messy sites in 14 locations in Walsall 
since January. In Sandwell, clean-up 
staff have been called out 12 times 
since January 1 and in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, six times. 

Most recently, staff from Walsall 
Council were called out to tidy mess 
left by travellers in in Bloxwich on 
June 10. The borough has seen 
convoys of caravans arrive in recent 
weeks on Pelsall Common, Chester 
Road North in Brownhills and Rough 
Hay Country Park in Willenhall. 


Sandwell Council has been left with 
a bill of £5,050. The borough most 
recently had travellers in Newton 
Road on the border of West Bromwich 
and Great Barr. The council were due 
to go to court this week to seek evic¬ 
tion. 

Complaints 

Catherine Hickman, spokeswoman 
for Sandwell Police, said: “The council 
is aware of the situation and the local 
enforcement officer, along with local 
police, aim to move the group on.” 

Council staff have had to clear away 
mess left by travellers in Axletree Way 
and Mounts Road in Wednesbury; 
Bagnall Street in Tipton and Greets 
Green Road in West Bromwich. 

The biggest clean-up costs incurred 
were in Alexandra Road, Tipton, 
costing £500, and Wednesbury’s 
Mount Road, which came in at £400.

The council is also 
looking at how to use 
social media, such as 
Facebook and Twitter 
during meetings. 

Sandwell’s deputy 
leader and cabinet 
member for strategic 
resources Councillor 
Steve Eling said: “As I 
understand it, it 
shouldn’t cost a great 
deal because the micro¬ 
phone system and the 
cameras that are in the 
council chamber are sup¬ 
posed to be okay for using 
it for media broadcasts. 

“It is not as though 
anything has got to be 
done physically in the 
council chamber, the 
existing kit is fine.lt is 
possible the system could 
be in place to broadcast 
meetings before the end 
of the year. It would

DEVELOPERS could snap up hospital 
sites in Sandwell and Birmingham and 
transform them with housing or retail 
developments. 

Sandwell and West Birmingham Hospitals 
NHS Trust is set to put large parts of the 
sprawling Sandwell Hospital site in West 
Bromwich and City Hospital in Birmingham 
up for sale to help pay for the new £370 
m illi on Midland Metropolitan Hospital in 
Grove Lane. 

Homes 

The land is expected to go to the highest bidder, 
and could be redeveloped for homes, leisure or 
business use. 

Sue Davis, chairwoman of Sandwell and West 


Birmingham Hospitals NHS Trust Board, has said 
“significant” parts of the sites will be sold. 

Mrs Davis said: “At Sandwell we will keep using 
A&E though not for that purpose. At City, which is 
a huge site, the vast majority will be sold off but we 
will keep using the eye hospital and new treat¬ 
ment centre.” 

Councillor Ian Jones, cabinet member for jobs 
and economy at Sandwell Council said the 
Sandwell hospital site in particular would be 
sought after by developers. 

He said: “It would be an attractive site for 
housing because it is close to Sandwell Valley and 
the local town. It would probably be a sought-after 
site for development. 

“From a point of view of regeneration I would 
have thought that the most appropriate option 
would probably be for high quality housing in the 
area.” 


The trust has always planned on retaining some 
space at the current hospital sites to provide com¬ 
munity services. Retaining the sites will also 
reduce the costs of the new super hospital. 

The trust is planning for all acute inpatient 
services to be provided from the new hospital, and 
that outpatient services will run into the evenings 
and weekends. 

Finances 

The Department of Health is due to make a deci¬ 
sion on whether to approve the business case for 
the new Midland Metropolitan Hospital next 
month. 

However, the decision is expected to take at 
least two months to reach as finances are scruti¬ 
nised.

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More money 
could have 
subsidised 
school meals 
- councillor 

SPENDING decisions at Sandwell 
Council must be watched more closely 
after it was revealed the price of school 
meals is set to rise for the second consecu¬ 
tive year, an opposition councillors says. 

The rise means a family with two children face 
paying £80 more per year than they did two years 
ago - and bosses have warned the cost will increase 
again next year. 

Sandwell Council said earlier this month the rise 
of 50p per child, per week, is unavoidable due to the 
increasing cost of ingredients. The rise mirrors an 
identical increase imposed 12 months ago. 

Government 

But Liberal Democrat Councillor Sadie Smith said 
discussion on the increase had revealed schools had 
been given more money by Government which was 
not used to subsidise meals. 

She said: “The cost of meals has been raised but 
schools have been given extra money, which it 
appears they have decided not to put towards meals. 

“I think the decision on school meals prices by the 
council merited closer consideration and discus¬ 
sion.” 

A report to education chief Brian Aldridge stated: 
“Based on the number of meals served in 2010/11, a 
lOp price increase per meal is required for the 
service to break even. 

“The school meal price has previously been heavily 
subsidised (but that) has now ended.” 

The rise is due to come into force on August 1.

Town’s landmark 
clock celebrates 
its centenary in 
the Market Place 


I T has been a 
landmark and 
meeting place 
in the centre of 
Wednesbury for 
generations. 

And this month the 
town is celebrating the 
centenary of the historic 
Coronation Clock Tower. 

The tower in the town’s 
Market Place was paid 
for by public subscription 
to mark the Coronation 
of King George V, with 
the foundation stone laid 
on June 22, 1911. 

The creation of the 
clock tower was a huge 
event with residents cel¬ 
ebrating the Coronation 
“with befitting fervour”, 
according to publications 
at the time. The Corona¬ 
tion was celebrated with 
feasts, entertainment 
and fireworks. 

The foundation stone 
was also laid that day. 

Dedication 


which has four faces, 
each measuring 3ft in 
diameter. 

And in 1923 the Clock 
Tower and Market Place 
once again became the 
focal point for celebra¬ 
tions when a royal visit 
was made to the town 
and photographs from 
the time show Edward, 
Prince of Wales - later to 
become King Edward 
VIII - meeting digni¬ 
taries in 1923. 

When it was built, the 
clock chimed the hour 
but it was silenced 
during the Second World 


War and has never rung 
since. 

The bell is still in the 
tower, although the 
clapper has been 
removed. 

Wednesbury historian 
Ian Bott has fond memo¬ 
ries of the Market Place 
in later years. 

He said: “I can remem¬ 
ber the Market Place, 
with the huge clock in the 
centre in the 1960s when 
my mum would take me 
to the market. 

“It was bigger and 
bustling then.”

Retired Pc is 
back on beat 
as a special 

A POLICEMAN who walked the beat for 
almost 30 years before budget cuts forced his 
retirement has rejoined West Midlands 
Police - as an unpaid special constable. 

Robin Mouzer, who patrolled Smethwick’s Wind¬ 
mill estate in the 1980s when it had been labelled 
‘unpolicable’, is on his rounds again after signing up. 

The 59-year-old said: “You have to give something 
back. I don’t understand why more officers don’t 
want to do it. 

“David Cameron talks about the Big Society but I 
believe it was already there. People have always vol¬ 
unteered and always will.” 

After signing up as a cadet in Bridgnorth in 1968, 
Mr Mouzer became a constable in Worcester in 1969 
before transferring to Stourbridge in 1972. 

He worked as a neighbourhood officer in Lye and 
Tanhouse in Halesowen before transferring to the 
Windmill estate, Cape Hill, in 1982. 

The father-of-five said: “It was a very tough area 
which was in there with the top one per cent in the 
country for crime. There would be up to 180 burgla¬ 
ries and robberies a month. It was a very very diffi¬ 
cult place to police and very intimidating but I had a 
job to do.” 

Medal 

In 1984 Mr Mouzer was awarded an exemplary 
conduct medal by West Midlands Police and received 
the Queen’s Police Medal in 1999 for his distin¬ 
guished service. In 2003 he began working for the 
police on a contract basis, sticking to his beat in 
Smethwick until last year when his contract was not 
renewed. 

Pc Mouzer retired in September after budget cuts 
meant he would not be offered a new deal and took 
up a position coaching children at Shireland Colle¬ 
giate Academy in Smethwick. 

Mr Mouzer, who lives in Brierley Hill with partner 
Karren, said he always intended to sign up as a 
special constable. 

He said: “I believe in service and duty and sharing 
the work in the community.” 


More than 600 officers being invited to return as volunteers 


WEST Midlands Police is expecting 
to lose around 650 officers over the 
next four years through forced retire¬ 
ment. 

One of the first items of post they will 
receive when they leave is a letter from 
their former employer - inviting them to 
return as a non-paid volunteer. 

The officers are leaving under regulation 


A19, through which police with 30 years 
service can be forced to retire. 

West Midlands Police says the idea of the 
letters came from retired officers who 
couldn’t understand why more weren’t 
signing back up. 

It says officers being forced out have 
“unique skills and experience” that are 
ideal for use as a ‘Special’. 

But some former police officers who 


have received the letters have described 
them as an insult. 

They incude former Wolverhampton 
officer Martin Heard, who was forced to 
retire at the end of March after 32 years 
with the force. He received such a letter 
two weeks after leaving and described it as 
a “kick in the teeth”. 

At least 13 police authorities have so far 
chosen to implement regulation A19.

Hospitals face 
massive costs 
if patients sent 
home too early 

HOSPITALS across the Black Country 
are facing having more than £17 million 
wiped from their budgets. 

Under new rules hospitals will no longer be paid 
for treating patients if they are re-admitted within 
30 days as an emergency. The move comes in a bid to 
stop hospitals prematurely sending patients home. 

Sandwell and West Birmingham Hospitals NHS 
Trust, which runs Sandwell, Rowley Regis and City 
Hospital in Birmingham will be the worst-hit. 

According to the study, Walsall Manor Hospital 
will see a loss of £2.8m, based on 3,139 re-admis- 
sions, while the Dudley Group of Hospitals will lose 
£3.4m based on 4,583 re-admissions. 

Between 1998 and 2008 the NHS saw a 50 per cent 
rise in the number of patients who went back into 
hospital as an emergency within 30 days of being dis¬ 
charged. 

The Government announced in April that it would 
no longer pay hospitals for the treatment of patients 
re-admitted after 30 days. 

Now a study by SG2 Health Care Intelligence has 
examined the potential losses each hospital could 
face. 

Sandwell and West Birmingham Hospitals NHS 
Trust will lose £5.6m based on 7,526 emergency re¬ 
admissions in 2009/10. 

Estimated 

Wolverhampton’s New Cross Hospital has been 
estimated to lose £3.7m, based on 4,044 emergency 
re-admissions. Chiefs claim the number is closer to 
£1.4m in lost income. 

Vanya Rogers, spokeswoman for Sandwell and 
West Birmingham Hospitals NHS Trust, said the 
loss of income had been budgeted for, adding: ‘We 
are aiming to reduce emergency re-admissions by 
working to ensure those patients who are unable to 
recover at home are discharged into suitable envi¬ 
ronments where they can recover quickly.” 

New Cross Hospital chief executive David 
Loughton said: “Approximately 1,600 re-admissions 
would not get paid for here at the trust, and this 
equates to around £1.4m. 

“This will be made available to the local health 
economy to invest in specific schemes, aimed at pre¬ 
venting and avoiding patient re-admissions.”

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Sludge clean-up to cost 
thousands at housing site 


HUNDREDS of thousands of pounds 
will need to be spent decontaminating a 
former Sandwell industrial site which is 
due to be transformed into 142 homes. 

The former Tipton Gas Works land on 
Alexandra Road needs to be cleaned up before 
the homes can be built. 

The works left gas waste sludge buried under the 
site, which is currently sealed, but could be harmful 
to people if exposed. 

The site is next to the new £8.1 million Tipton 
swimming pool which will boast a 25-metre swim¬ 
ming pool when it is completed in spring 2013. 

The exact cost of the clean-up work has not yet 
been finalised. However, the spend means the 
council faces losing money from a land sale agree- 


Dealer led double life 


A CROOKED 

garage owner who led 
a double life as a gang 
leader supplying 
drugs across the West 
Midlands has been 
jailed for almost two 
years.

They 
caught him and Anton 
Duthoit red-handed as a 
deal took place between 
them at the garage. 

Wales 

Detectives are also 
looking for 44-year-old 
George Heath, who is 
wanted for drug offences. 
They believe he played a 
major part in the gang 
and is thought to origi¬ 
nate from Tywyn, 
Gwynedd in Wales 
although he has made 
frequent visits to the 
Midlands and officers 
believe he could still be 
in the region. 

During the investiga¬ 
tion detectives seized 
just under £30,000 in 
cash and recovered a 
quantity of class A and B 
drugs with an estimated 
street value worth over 
£25,000. Jacques, aged

Tipton Green’s Ccouncillor Ian Jones said the gas 
waste sludge was buried several metres below the 
surface.

“It would cost hundreds of thousands of pounds to 
decontaminate. It’s such a long-awaited regenera¬ 
tion project, the spend is justified. 

Travellers 

“Across Sandwell there have been many such con¬ 
taminated sites because of its industrial heritage.” 

The homes would be built next to a high-pressure 
pipeline which, if it failed , could risk an explosion, 
the Health and Safety Executive has warned. 

Despite those concerns 
planners approved the 
development last month. 

Travellers moved on to 
the site last month and 
left after a court order. 
The council obtained the 
eviction two weeks after 
caravans moved in. Cllr 
Jones revealed the 
authority had faced an 
urgent battle to remove 
dozens of travellers.

Bid to step

A two-mile stretch of motorway between 
Junctions 7 and 8 of the M6 was plunged into 
darkness after arsonists started the blaze last 
month. 

The fire also affected 34 properties in Newton

The new security measures will include 8ft high 
fencing around the pillars under the Ray Hall Lane 
interchange in Great Barr. 

Amey have asked for planning permission from 
Sandwell Council for the fencing, with Amey cover¬ 
ing the costs. 

Prostitution 

Council chiefs have meanwhile written to home- 
owners to say Ray Hall Lane itself could also be 
gated off to cut out ongoing problems of vandalism, 
including cars being burnt out, fly-tipping and even 
prostitution reported by residents under the motor¬ 
way. 

Police have written to homeowners about the pos¬ 
sibility of installing CCTV in the area to further 
improve security. 

Father-of-four Andy Sullivan, who lives on Ray 
Hall Lane, said: “We’ve had problems on this inter¬ 
change for 15 years or more. 

“Recently we had the arson attack, we’ve had 
people leaving sofas and fly-tipping, prostitution 
and cars being burnt out. 

“Residents can see the battle scars underneath the 
motorway junction. 

“These proposed security measures are long 
overdue. Somebody has needed to put their hand up 
and say they are going to do something about these 
problems for a long time.” 

Ward Councillor Ray Nock said: “These residents 
have put up with years of problems but I am now 
glad we’ve got multi-agency work to help.” 

Diane Bowman-Wright, neighbourhood manager 
of West Bromwich for Sandwell Council, has written 
to residents after they raised their concerns. 

She said: ‘We are considering proposals to gate 
Ray Hall Lane to have the effect of restricting the 
public highway at all times.”

Rail link exodus fear 


BIRMINGHAM will 
reap the benefits of a 
high speed rail link with 
London at the expense of 
areas not served by the 
line, such as the Black 
Country, an independent 
report has found. 

Areas excluded from sta¬ 
tions on the HS2 route could 
see an exodus of businesses 
to Birmingham, where the 
route terminates, according 
to the experts. Consultants 
Oxera were commissioned 
by an MPs’ inquiry to 
provide an objective view on 
the £32 billion project, 
which will bring 250mph 
trains to Britain and cut the 
journey time to London by 


25 minutes. Two new sta¬ 
tions will be built in Birm¬ 
ingham, one in the city 
centre and another close to 
Birmingham Airport. 

But while the Govern¬ 
ment will fund the high 
speed rail project there is no 
money to rebuild Wolver¬ 
hampton’s rail station nor 
extend the Midland Metro 
between Wednesbury and 
Brierley Hill. 

Cost 

The findings were pub¬ 
lished by the Commons 
Transport Select Commit¬ 
tee inquiry into the contro¬ 
versial project, which would 
cost taxpayers £17bn. The 
committee is examining the 


case for the scheme 
advanced by the Depart¬ 
ment for Transport. 

Oxera states there would 
be “economic losses” to 
areas not served by HS2 
stations. “The Birmingham 
and London economies 
might benefit partly at the 
expense of areas not served 
by the new scheme. People 
may be attracted to locate 
around HS2 stations at the 
expense of other parts.” 

The London to Birming¬ 
ham high speed rail line is 
due to be completed in 2026. 

Anti-HS2 campaigners 
say it would harm the Black 
Country and Staffordshire 
environmentally and eco¬ 
nomically.

Fleet Foxes, 
Wolverhampton Civic 

HARMONIOUS American 
folk-rockers the Fleet Foxes will 
never go down as electrifying 
performers. The scruffy band of 
hirsute Americans potter about 
between songs, doing a bit of 
tuning up and maybe, very occa¬ 
sionally, mumbling something to 
the audience. 

But the eloquence is in their 
music, a spine-tingling collection 
of original songs, each hinting at 
a plot worthy of a Cormac 
McCarthy novel of 'American 
gothic'. The vocal harmonies 
suggest a kind of backwoods 
Beach Boys. 

Main singer and songwriter 
Robin Pecknold's acoustic guitar 
remained to the fore but this 
night the Foxes unleashed a 
harsher sound, propelled by Josh 
Tillman's drumming. Maybe it 
was their way of warming up for 
the ultimate outdoor gig of Glas¬ 
tonbury but I felt it robbed Pec- 
knold of some of his fluent lyrics. 

Early favourites Mykonos and 
White Winter Hymnal go down 
well with the capacity audience, 
though the whole 80-minute set 
was well-received. 

Unusually, the Fleet Foxes 
play to an audience who in many 
cases are probably old enough to 


be their parents, music fans who 
I would guess have a consider¬ 
able number of Crosby, Stills, 
Nash and Neil Young albums, 
and maybe a few Simon and Gar- 
funkel LPs, in their music collec¬ 
tions. 

We were treated to a rare joke 
from Pecknold towards the end of 
the gig. Remembering that their 
last Civic concert two years ago 
happened on the night Michael 
Jackson's death was announced, 
Pecknold quipped: "I think we've 
got away with it tonight, Janet 
and Tito are fine, I'm told." 

He returned for an encore 
including a gorgeous solo 
acoustic Oliver James and the 
latest album's stunning title 
track Helplessness Blues. Pec¬ 
knold looked totally at ease and I 
couldn't help wondering if a solo 
career beckons. 

A review of Thursday night's 
gig would not be complete 
without a mention of support 
band The Bees. The multi¬ 
instrumentalists, adept at swap¬ 
ping instruments from 
keyboards to trumpets, are the 
Isle of Wight's finest export and 
managed the rare feat of tempt¬ 
ing the majority of the audience 
out of the bars to check out their 
Latin-tinged quirky pop-rock 
sound.

Andy Irvine, 

Newhampton Arts Centre, 
Wolverhampton 

DUBLIN balladeer Andy Irvine has a folk pedi¬ 
gree as good as anyone’s and at the arts centre in 
Whitmore Reans he brought his wealth of experi¬ 
ence, with groups such as Planxty and Sweeney’s 
Men, with the tradition of uncluttered folk music. 

Even if you didn’t know he was one of Irvine’s 
heroes his earthy similarity and musical observa¬ 
tion would immediately remind you of the great 
Woody Guthrie. Irvine’s skill with the range of 
guitars he brings s incredible to watch and wonder¬ 
ful to listen to. The singer’s subtle banter both about 
and between the songs enthralled the audience, 
most notably with the Spirit of Mother Jones, about 
a union activist who was a thorn in the side of Amer¬ 
ican industrialists. 

The traditional themes are there of love, betrayal 
and adventures on the sea. One in particular, Close 
Shave had the audience in fits of laughter at the mis¬ 
fortune of a sailor fond of the drink. 

Dubliners 

He brings with him his musical playfulness in 
songs such as Monaghans which recount his days in 
Dublin rubbing shoulders with the likes of Ronnie 
Drew and Barney McKenna of The Dubliners. Irvine 
was a child actor and one of his first appearances and 
his mother’s last was at the Grand Theatre in 
Wolverhampton, which he recalled fondly. 

As you would expect he played some of the tracks 
from his new album Abocurragh including Empty 
Handed and Oslo/Norwegian Mazurka, which 
allowed him to really give his fingers a work out and 
impress the audience with his playing skills.

A MID the hustle and bustle 
of the city centre, there is a 
haven from the queues of 
shoppers where visitors can enjoy 
world-class exhibitions.

Outstanding Again! 


Shireland Collegiate Academy received an 'outstanding' from Ofsted in 
2006 and its leader was knighted. But within four years the school was in 
special measures. Here, Sir Mark Grundy, Executive Principal, reflects on 
the tough climb that followed the fall from grace. 


In the summer of 2006, the inner- 
city school I have been privileged 
to lead since 1997 was rated 
outstanding by Ofsted. We had 
won praise from the then Prime 
Minister, Tony Blair for our 
remarkable academic results, 
but getting the outstanding 
accolade was very special. That 
same year, I was knighted in 
recognition of my leadership of 
Shireland and our partner 
school, George Salter. 

But around three-and-a-half 
years later, it was a different 
story. Ofsted said: “This 
academy requires special 
measures because it is failing to 
give its pupils an acceptable 
standard of education.” 

To say that the months after the 
special measures verdict were 
not very pleasant is a huge 
understatement. I won't dwell on 
that, though, because the 
feelings were widely shared 
within our school family and I 
can't claim special ownership of 
them. 

As school leader, I was in the 
best position to do something 
about what had happened. We 
didn't let the grass grow under 
our feet. Less than a year later, in 
December 2010, the inspectors 
came yet again. This time, we 
were not only out of special 
measures but were once again 
“outstanding”. 

After “How did it feel to be in 
special measures?”, the next 
most common question is, “How 
did it happen?” That deserves a 
fuller explanation because what 
happened to us can happen to 
others. 

The quick answer could be 


condensed into four words - “eye 
off the ball”. 

My position at Shireland 
Collegiate Academy in 
Smethwick, West Midlands, is 
executive principal, which 
means I have responsibility for 
two federated schools - 
Shireland and George Salter, the 
latter of which we took over as a 
failing school in danger of 
closure, in 2003. 

The improvement in both 
schools (now academies) was 
and is remarkable. Each has its 
own leadership and 
management team, responsible 
for the day- to-day running of the 
school. George Salter has a 
principal who has been in post for 
seven years. There is stability 
there, and ability - proven over 
time - to get on with the job and 
drive steadily forward. 

The equivalent role at Shireland 
is associate principal, and from 
2007 to 2009 this position was 
much less settled. In 2007, 
Shireland's long- serving senior 
vice-principal became associate 
principal, with the task of leading 
Shireland in day-to-day matters 
after it became an academy. It 
was not an appointment she 
relished at that stage in her 
career, but she took it on out of 
loyalty and love for the school 
she had served for more than 35 
years. 

In the summer of 2009, with 
Shireland well established as an 
academy, she retired. We 
advertised for an experienced 
school leader and appointed an 
associate principal at Shireland 
that September. The problem 
was, during that whole time of 


transition, from 2007 up to the 
January 2010 inspection, I 
became detached from the day- 
to-day running of both 
academies. I was involved in the 
core role of the trust - supporting 
our senior teams and carrying 
out the statutory functions. 

It is worth emphasising, though, 
that my disengagement from the 
day-to-day running of the two 
academies was in line with my 
role as executive principal - so 
much so that when Ofsted 
arrived at Shireland in late 
January 2010, the lead inspector 
made it clear that, in effect, I 
didn't count. My role was not 
under scrutiny. The hot seat, as 
the head being “Ofsted-ed”, was 
occupied by the Shireland 
associate principal, who had only 
been in post for one term. 

At George Salter, with its stable 
and proven regime well 
embedded, it would not have 
mattered - in fact, it was 
inspected at precisely the same 
time as Shireland in January 
2010 and was judged 
outstanding. 

But at Shireland, the instability 
did matter and it showed in the 
inspection report. For whatever 
reasons - and it is inappropriate 
to pick over them here - the 
inspectors found leadership 
across the school and the overall 
quality of teaching to be 
inadequate. Some of the report 
was marked good. Bits of it, 
particularly around student 
welfare, care and safety were, 
perhaps surprisingly (though not 
to us) judged outstanding. 
Overall, though, we were Grade 
4.

It was a huge wake-up call for me and the 
team. We would have to claw our way 
back, starting right away at the start of 
2010. (Obviously, there was also some 
consternation and questioning of Ofsted 
because the report of the January 
inspection was not published until 4 June, 
more than five months later.) 

Clearly, we could not wait for publication 
and I turned my attention to the support of 
the Associate Principal, the leadership 
team and the staff, working to build morale 
and address the specific concerns raised 
in the report. 

By June, when the report was published, 
things were noticeably better. We had a 
monitoring visit on 21 June which flagged 
up high-quality observations in a number 
of areas, such as management of data, 
use of technology and middle leadership. 
All of this, of course, was less than two 
weeks after the publication of our “special 
measures” report. 

That summer, the associate principal we 
had appointed the previous September 
decided to leave the Academy and I took 
on very explicitly the day-to-day task of 
running Shireland. We spent the whole of 


the summer effectively rebuilding our 
school. We changed all sorts of things. For 
example, we extended the Year 7 
competency-based curriculum across the 
whole of key stage 3. 

Then, on 1 December, HMI returned for 
another inspection. The improvements 
were very clear. Classroom practice was 
stunning, attendance in Year 11 was up 
from 83 per cent to 95 per cent, exclusions 
were down to a record low, and predicted 
GCSE grades were the highest they had 
been in the history of the school. The use 
of ICT was a key driver in it all - the staff 
portal of the learning gateway was 
averaging 2,000 hits a day, seven days a 
week. 

We knew we would be out of special 
measures. The question was, what would 
the overall judgment be this time? We had 
every reason to hope for good. If you look 
at raw attainment, neither of our two 
academies is outstanding. But if you look 
at the difference they make to young 
people, they are both outstanding. So, on 
balance, good seemed the most likely 
outcome. After all, what was the chance of 
moving from special measures to 
outstanding? 


But the verdict was outstanding - and it 
was the first time a school had moved from 
special measures to outstanding within a 
year. Once again, the question was: “How 
did that happen?” 

The December inspection was very 
different from its predecessor. There was 
the way the inspectors' observations 
supported what they were told or read in 
presentations. Everything they heard in 
meetings was illustrated in classrooms 
and every point made to them was backed 
up by someone else. The use of 
technology, too, attracted the inspectors' 
attention as a true and effective catalyst for 
improvement. 

Most of all, though, the real key to progress 
during 2010 - and particularly during that 
autumn term - was the renewed vigour of 
the whole Shireland community. All I did 
was unleash everyone and do some 
orchestrating. The staff, students and 
families were amazing. The hours, 
passion and commitment they gave were 
exactly what you would want.

LILIES in pots should be 
developing flower buds ready to 
burst into perfumed bloom at the 
next warm spell of weather.

You will need to start regular 
watering of pots and other contain¬ 
ers to encourage steady growth of 
patio plants. But your compost will 
soon run out of nutrients and supple¬ 
mentary feeding will become essen¬ 
tial five or six weeks after planting. 

The traditional way to keep fuch¬ 
sias, pelargoniums, and other 
bedding plants growing and bloom¬ 
ing well is by adding a soluble plant 
food into the water of a watering can.

New mower may 
cut work time

Raking

growing grass. 

So one way or another 
you will find you will have 
to physically remove the 
cuttings - with thatch it 


means heavy raking or a 
mechanical scarifying at 
least once a year.

IT’S summer at last and your garden 
should be looking great and ready to 
burst into a riot of flower colour and 
productive veg and fruit growing. 

There’s no problem if you missed out on 
sowing and planting during the great 
weather of spring. With a little help from 
these topical tips you can catch up with 
transforming your plot into an instantly 
beautiful garden. 

DECORATIVE FLOWER BORDERS 

Many shrubs and trees will burst into 
bloom during the month including highly 
perfumed mock orange (Philadelphus), 
beautiful roses, pink-flowered Leptosper¬ 
mum, white-flowered Beauty Bush (Kolk¬ 
witzia) and blue Ceanothus. 

You may find that recently-planted Cean¬ 
othus have not survived the really harsh 
winter and are struggling to flower. In that 
case you will need to face up to the 
inevitable and dig up any plants that are 
struggling. 

When planting replacement shrubs 
ensure you improve the soil with a soil con¬ 
ditioner laced with some controlled release 
plant food such as Osmocote to encourage 
steady but strong root growth. 

Transforming your garden into a flowering 
bonanza is easy at this time of the year. You 
can buy tender bedding plants such as 


geraniums, petunias, verbena and the like in 
smallish pots that are already in bloom. 

They are such brilliant value for money as 
most of them will bloom from early June 
right through until the first frosts of winter. 
Planted into decent soil borders that have 
been improved with the addition of some 
organic soil improver they will flower for four 
or five months without little more attention, 
other than the occasional water in really hot, 
dry spells. 

If your soil is sandy, stoney or chalky 
plant roots will appreciate the addition of 
some Miracle-Gro Moisture Control Plant 
Food as well.

be between the ages of 17 and 24 and 
wanting to insure a car in your own name, 
then finding a price which doesn’t result in 
selling a part of your anatomy is pretty diffi¬ 
cult. If you then further complicate it by per¬ 
sonalising the car in any way, you have had 
it. “The computer says no!” will be a 
common response. 

However, the team at Vauxhall has taken a 
different approach and produced a range of 
vehicles that wouldn’t be driven by your 
parents and stand out from the crowd - 
without the performance engines that make 
insurance hideously expensive. 

At first glance little seems to have 
changed from the previous model but the 
front has been altered which gives it a 
more purposeful look. I especially like the 
headlights and the lower side grilles which 
add to the overall sporty feel. The car came 
fitted with 17-inch black alloys, adding 
further to the overall image as a sporty 
hatchback. 

Finally, at the rear the hatch-mounted 
spoiler finishes off the car perfectly and 
judging by the amount of looks the car gar¬ 
nered it is definitely “job done” in the styling 
stakes. 

The Corsa comes with four doors which 
did not make the car feel overly long but did 
mean that it was a true four-seater. The rear 
seats are usable for three adults and while 
passengers over six feet may find it a little 
cramped most will have no complaint. The 
front seats are bucket-type and do their job 


very well, supporting in all the right places 
without being so restrictive that long dis¬ 
tances become a pain, well, in the backside! 

The pedals are fitted with sports covers 
and look very smart and purposeful and the 
dashboard is easy to read and adds once 
again to the sporting feel. The only thing I 
didn’t like was the red ring which surrounds 
the air vents. Carbon fibre covers would look 
less of an afterthought. 

The stereo system is built in, provides 
good quality reproduction and is easy to 
manoeuvre as is the satnav through the 
touch screen menus. 

Smoothly 

On the move the 1.3-litre engine pulls 
smoothly but lacks the power to match the 
looks. 

That said, it is the ecoflex engine, which 
means that you can fill it up and forget about 
it for days before you notice that the engine 
has used any fuel. 

The gearbox is easy to use and matches 
the engine power perfectly so I did not need 
to keep changing gear to keep moving at a 
constant speed. 

The money you have spent may not buy 
you a fire-breathing engine, (remember the 
insurance) but, it does get you a fantastic 
handling car which will have you smiling all 
day. 

Throwing it into bends it behaved impec¬ 
cably, and surprised a few cars that were fol¬ 
lowing me, with a completely solid feel that

didn’t rattle the teeth over some of our more 
uneven road surfaces. 

What I found myself doing was using the 
engine to get to a certain speed and then 
using the great handling to maintain it round 
corners. 

All in all, very satisfying. The brakes round 
off the package and were progressive and 
pulled the car up with confidence. 

The cost for all this is a heady £17,650 and 
while not necessarily a first car this has got 
to be on the list. 

With the insurance group 5E, Vehicle 
Excise Duty of £30 per year (after the first 
year free), and a combined mpg of 67, it 
won’t take long to recoup the extra cost of 
buying the car. So if you want to look stylish 
and stand out in a crowd while not having to 
sell parts of your body for the insurance 
premium, check out the Corsa.

IT is one of Birmingham’s newest land¬ 
marks - and now its name is there for all to see. 
Edgbaston Cricket Ground’s new sign is now in 
place as the £32 million transformation comes 
to a close. 

The revamp of the stadium has seen the ground 
capacity at Warwickshire County Cricket Club 
increased to 25,000. 

And construction is on course to be completed in the 
first week of July, ahead of the expanded ground’s offi¬ 
cial opening on the first day of England Test match 
against India on August 10. 

The new stadium boasts a 750-seater banqueting 
suite and fine-dining restaurant, which will be called 
the Jaguar Club after the Bears signed a three-year 
sponsorship deal with the car maker. Visitors can also 
take a look at the club’s past with a History of the Test 
arena taking pride of place on the first floor replacing 
the club museum. 

The club, which is opposite the city’s Cannon Hill 
Park, is set to become a landmark with it’s curved 
shape on the Edgbaston Road side of the ground. 


Colin Povey, chief executive, Warwickshire CCC, 
said: “Edgbaston stadium is looking fantastic. I’ve 
always said we needed a ground of this quality to 
compete with other Test venues around the country. 
Now we have one on time and due to be completed in 
July. This stadium puts us once again at the forefront 
of world cricket and provides wonderful new confer¬ 
ence and event facilities for Birmingham and the 
West Midlands region. 

‘We plan to use the new facilities for the first time 
on July 15 when we host Leicester Foxes in the t20 
competition but we then have a royal opening on July 
25 and a floodlit, televised CB40 fixture on July 26 
ahead of the ‘big one’ which is obviously the 3rd 
npower England v India Test Match starting on 
August 10.” 

Mr Povey added more than 60,000 tickets have 
already been sold for the Test Match. 

The new ground is set to give Warwickshire a good 
chance of attracting the most high-profile matches 
with capacity greater than Nottingham’s 17,000 
Trent Bridge stadium.

Jennings punch for 
punch until a right hand 
dropped him. He beat the 
referee’s count, but was 
stopped later on in the 
opening round of the 
contest. 

Matthew Macklin’s bid 
to wrest the WBA mid¬ 
dleweight title away 
from Germany’s Felix 
Sturm ended in heroic 
failure in the Lanxess 
Arena in Cologne. 

The Birmingham- 
based Irishman dropped 
a split decision after 12 
fantastic rounds with 
two judges favouring 
Sturm by 116-112 and 
the other seeing it 115- 
113 for Macklin. 

Sturm’s sharper work 
in the second half of the 
contest swung the fight 
his way after a blazing 
start by the challenger 
which had given him a 
real chance of pulling off 
a major upset. 

Sturm is unbeaten in 
five years and was 
making his 10th defence 
in his second reign as 
WBA middleweight 
champion, on his own 
show in his home city. 


Happy Birthday Sonic! 
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Lazio told to ‘put 
up or shut up’ in 
pursuit of Tamas 


ALBION will tell Lazio to 
“put up or shut up” as the 
Italian club continue their 
pursuit of defender Gabriel 
Tanias. 

The 27-year-old Romania inter¬ 
national started just one match in 
the last three months of the 
season in one of Roy Hodgson’s key 
changes to an Albion team which 
finished strongly to claim a best- 
ever Premier League position. 

Tamas is understandably keen to 
pursue first-team football and 
although Albion still haven’t heard 
officially from the Rome club, they 
acknowledge that the interest from 
Lazio is real. 


The Baggies will not react until Lazio’s 
contact becomes official but would be 
willing to consider doing business on 
Tamas - only if Lazio can meet their 
demands for either a permanent sale or a 
substantial loan fee. 

Last summer, the defender signed a 
three-year deal with an option for a fourth 
after joining the Baggies for an undisclosed 
fee. 

Albion are treating with caution the 
latest speculation triggered by agent Ivan 
Reggiani, who claims to be Tamas’ repre¬ 
sentative but acts for Lazio. 

Agent 

However, Tamas’ UK-based agent John 
Kurtland does confirm there is the 
prospect of a transfer in the air and that his 
client’s main concern will be to improve his 
prospects of first-team football. 

“We are still trying to agree all of the 
matters,” said Kurtland. 


“Gabriel just wants to play first-team 
football - whether that’s at West Brom or a 
club like Lazio, where one of his Romanian 
team-mates, Stefan Radu, also plays. 

“But at this moment in time Gabriel is 
still a West Brom player and is still prepar¬ 
ing to return for pre-season training with 
West Brom. If a deal can be agreed between 
Albion and Lazio then we will take it from 
there.” 

Meanwhile Tamas’ former team-mate 
Giles Barnes, cut from the Baggies squad 
by Hodgson after a disappointing season, 
has been given a fresh chance to reignite 
his dormant career at Nottingham Forest. 

The 22-year-old, who has struggled to 
fulfil the promise of his early days at Derby, 
is being considered for a contract by new 
Forest boss Steve McClaren who said: 
“We’ve spoken with Giles. He’s a player 
who this area knows very well. He’s a 
young talent, he’s still 22 but seems to have 
been around for years.”
